SIR, 

fi Bay capitulation of Tobago having been publifhed in ‘the 

London Gazette, without any part of my difpatch to 
the Secretary of State, which accompanied it, it may be ex- 
pected that I fhould give the Public fome account of the fiege 
and capture of that ifland ; and it may perhaps be thought the 
more incumbent upon me to do fo, as Sir George Rodney, in 
his letter of the 29th of June to the Admiralty; has miftated 
{-veral facts refpecting that event, and infinuated that it had 
furrendered without making any defence. 

Early in the morning of the 23d of May, I received infor- 
mation that the enemy’s fquadron had been feen to windward 
the evening before, and that it was then approaching the ifland. 
I inftantly difpatched Captain Barnes, of the Rattlefnake, with 
the intelligence to Sir George Rodney. Captain Barnes was 
forténate enough to find the fleet at Barbadoes, and he deliver- 
ed my difpatch on board the Sandwich at twelve o’clock on the 
night of the 26th of May. 

About ten o’clock in the morning of the 23d, the fquadron 
brought to off Mivifter Point, hoifted French colours, and im- 
mediately got their troops into beats, with an intention to land 
at Minifter Bay; but, finding the fea very high, and receiving 
fome fhot from a gun at Minifter Point, which would have an- 
noyed them in landing, they returned on boanl. They then 
endeavoured to get into Rockley Bay; but the current carry- 
ing them to leeward, they went round the weft end of the 
land. This fquadron confifted of the Pluton, of 74 guns; 
the Experiment, of 50; the Railienfe, of 32; the Senfible, a 
flute, of 32; the Eagle, of 14, and four floops, under the 
command of the Chevalier d’Albert de Rious. 

Next morning, the 24th, the enemy effected a landing at 
Great Courland Bay with very little lofs ; the temporary bat- 
tery there, of three 18 pounders, was almoft entirely without 
cover, ahd fo injudicioufly fituated, that fhips could fire upon 
the back part of it, before a gun from it could bear upon them. 
The Pluton brought to within four hundred yards of this batte- 
ry, and kept up fo conftant a fire, that, in a very fhort time,. 
the party was driven from it, having been fcarcely able to bring 
agun to bear uponher. Buta gun at Blackrock, under the 
direétion of Major Hamilton of the militia, though at a great- 
er diftance, continued to fire upon the Pluton for a confider- 
able time, and killed feveral of her men. 

Upon quitting the battery, our troops were pofted upon the 
heights, upon each fide of the road leading from Courland to 
Scarborough, to harrafs the enemy upon their march ; but the 
French General, with great judgment, avoided the defile, and 
leaving the road, afcended the height upon his right. He 
there kept his men partly concealed behind a wood, and fenta 
party to gain fome heights which were ftill above him. ‘This 
advanced party exchanged a few fhot with fome of our regulars ; 
but as they were at a confiderable diftance from each other, 
there were only two of our people killed. Upon this occafion 

Mr Collow offered to fet fire to Lis canes to diltrefs the ene- 
my 3 but fome rain which had fallen in the night. unfortunately 
prevented their burning fo rapidly as to have that effect. Mr 


Collow’s magnanimity, however, is not the Jefs deferving of | 


praife. As the troops were much fatigued with the hard duty 
they had undergone that and the preceding day, and as there 
was: bkewife reafon to believe, that the enemy would attempt 
to cut off our retreat to Concordia, the place of our rendez- 
vous, by detaching part of their army round by another road, 
it was judged proper to carry the troops thither’ in the evening. 

General Blanchelande, Governor of St Vincent’s, who com- 
manded the French troops, in the mean time difperfed papers 
amongft the planters, exprefling furprife at their deferting their 
houfes, and informing them, that their plantations would be 
plundered and confifcated, if they did not return to them in 24 
hours Thefe, however, had no effect on the inhabitants, who 
were determined to retire with me to Concordia. ‘The Gene- 
ral, at the fame time, fent a flag of truce to acquaint me, that 
he had landed with 3000 men to conquer the ifland, and he 
offired to give any terms if I would capitulate ; but his offer 
was rejected, and his Excellency was requelted not to trouble 
me again upon that fubject. In confequence of which he dif- 
patched a letter that night (the twenty-fourth) to Martinique 
for a reinforcement. 


, Upon the 25th the enemy took poft upon the different heights

in the neighbourhood of Concordia jand on the 26rh they 
took poffeffion of the town of Scarfyyygh, and the hill. 

On the 27th the enemy fetid ed tosttack us. Mr 
Charles Low, underftanding that | wat “iewilling co deftroy 
his dwelling-hoyfe, and other buildisgs, although they afford- 
ed fome thelter to the enemy, came himfelf, and propofed to 
burn them, which he inftantly put in execution. 

The 28th the French fleet came into Rockley bay, having 

left Courland the day before. ' A party of 20 negmes, who 
were fent this day under the command of Meffrs. Hamilton, 
Mackeller, and Irvine, to burn the remaifder of Mr Low’s 
houfes, very bravely effected that bufinefs, notwithftanding the 
oppofition made by a large body of the enemy. Meflrs Mac- 
keller and Irvine, and nine of the negroes, were unfor-anately 
wounded. 
& The 29th, as well as the two preceeding days, me enemy 
endeavoured, without effeét, to draw us from our polt, by ex- 
pofing {imall parties, in marching them from one place to an- 
other, 

Early on the morning ‘of the 30th, I received a letter from 
Rear Admiral Drake, acquainting me that he was coming with 
fix fail of the line, and three frigates, to relieve the ifland, and 
titat-General Skene was on buard with 28 men, The Joy oc- 
cafioned by the expected arrival of this ng looked for fuccour 
did not Jaft, as we were foon after informed that the whole 
French ficet had arrived from Martinique, im confequence of 
General Blanchelande’s letter difpatched the 24th at night, and 
had fallen in with Mr Drake, who was thereby prevented from 
landing the troops, and it was fuppofed his fquadron was’ taken. 

This day the enemy took poffeflion of Mr Cotton’s houfe, 
from whence they could fee every thing that paffed at Concor- 
dia; they propofed that night to make a vigorous attack, and 
the garrifon as ufual was ready to receive them; but their 
guides having miftaken the path in the dark, they returned to 
their quarters next morning much fatigued, and refolved not to 
make another attempt, until their reinforcement from Marti- 





nique fhould arrive. 

On the morning of the 31ft, we received intelligence, that 
the enemy’s fleet was again feen to windward, having returned 
from chacing Admiral Drake ; and at fun-fet that evening, we 
faw two French frigates and three cutters full of troops go into 
Courland bay. 

The ground at Concordia is ftrong, and there is a view 
from it of both fides of the ifland, which made ‘it a defirable 
part for us to poffefs; but the trench, which had been dug 
there fome year’s, was almoft entirely filed up, and, if it had 
been cleared out, would have acquired above 2000 men to de- 
fend it. ‘The engineers being, for thefe and other reafons, of 
opinion, that it was no longer tenable againft fo fuperior a force, 
it was unanimonfly refolved in a council of war to retreat di- 
rectly to the Main Ridge, where a few huts had been built,‘and 
fome provifions and ammunition previoufly lodged. In confe- 
quence of this refolution, the garrifon began to march at one 
in the morning of the firft of June, and before eight they effected 
their retreat to Caledonia, without the lofs of a man. 

Caledonia is near the centre of the ifland, and from thence 
to the north fide acrofs the Main Ridge, there’ is a road fix 
miles in length, and fo narfow that two men carmnot walk a- 
breaft. Upon each fide there is an impenetrable foreft, which 
extends fome miles—a handful of men could undoubtedly de- 
fend this road againft a powerful army. Rejoiced that the 
troops had got to this place, and believing they could hold out 
whilft the provifions lafted (of which there were only a few 
days), I went on with the engincer, to get every thing ready 
for their reception at the buts. 

The Marquis de Bouille, who had arrived at Courland the 
evening before with the reinforcement, having been deceived by 
the filence of our march, and by centries, being left after the 
garrifon went.away, fent a flay at day-break to Concordia, be- 
lieving the troops were {till there ; but, being difappointed, he 
immediately fent orders to the Marquis du Chilien, Governor 
of Dominique, to land at Man of War Bay with three or four 
hundred men, and he followed us directly himfelf as far as 
Brotherfield. Being ftill*ntore difappointed when he got there 
to learn that we were four miles before him, in a {trong coun- 
try, he inftantly ordered the adjoining plantations of Nutmeg 
Grove and Belmount to be reduced to afhes, which was done 
accordingly, in hopes of making the inhabitants furrender. An 
order was then iffued to burn four plantations more in four 
hours, which was to be repeated at the like interval, till the 
ifland fhould either furrender or be laid wafte. 

At this time, the enemy required Mr Orr to thew them the 
road to our camp, which he pofitively refufed. He offered to 
go with an officer and a flag, but he would not conduct their 
army. Threats of burning his houfe, and of putting him to 
death, had no effe& upon Mr Orr, although at that very in- 
{tant the plantations of his neighbours were in flames. Mr 
Turner, a capitulant of St Vincents, was then applied to ; but 
although that gentleman’s whole property was under the French 
government, he peremptorily refufed to fhew them the road, us 

pon their attempting to pufh on a body of men ander the pro- 
teétion of a flag of truce. The Marquis de Bouille was there- 
fore obliged to fend the flag without the troops. 

Upon being informed of fome of thofe circumftances, I ha- 
ftened back to Caledonia, when, to my very great mortification, 
the militia refufed to hold out arly longer. My duty to his 
Majefty, and my regard for the inhabitants, concurred in nia- 
king me urge them earneftly to defend the ifland to the laft ex- 
tremity, but in vain; for, exhaufted with fatigue, in defpair at 
not having been relieved in the courfe of ten days, and feeing 
at the fame inftant their eftates in flames, they no longer paid 
attention to my remonftrances. Thus circumftanced, I defi- 
red the commanding officer of the regulars to take poffeflion of 
the road before-meationed, with his troops, whilft I fhould re- 
new my endeavours to prevail upon the militia to alter their 
fentiments ; but that gentleman refufed to obey my orders, 
and, confulting his officers, he determined to capitulate. xX 

Being unable to prevent it, E left the regulars and militia to 


——— 


make terms for themfclves, a8 capitulating, at that time, was 
perfeStly againft my opinion ; but afterwards, fecing it was im- 
pofhble to get them to hold oat longer, and the inhabixants ha- 
ving already agreed to fome articles, which I difapproved of, 
I interpofed, and proteited againft Jeapitniation but npon 
the term3 of Dominique. Count Dill 48 was empowered 
by the Marquis de Bouille to treat, for fome time infifted that 
their deferters, and the negroes we had armed, thould be deli- 
vered up to be punifhed 3 but finding thefe Miicles would never 
be complied with, he gave them up, and op the evening of the 
rt of Juae T confented to farrender the ifland upon the terms gi- 
ven to Dominique. The officer commanding the troops madé 
terms for the regulars without confulting me, and he fent the 
officer next in command, that evening, a3 a hoftage for his per- 
formance of them. , 

The Marquis de Bouille afterwards drew out articles ve 
different from thofe of Dominique, which I refufed to fign ; but 
upon fome of them being altered, and the inhabitants reprefent= 
ing to me that they were, upon the whole, better than thofe of 
Dominique, I appointed three gentlemen to examine and com- 
pare them; and as they ananimonfly recommended me to figh 
thei, as being niore favourable than thofe alluded’to, 1 com- 

: The 1200 -half Joann *_s, and the 


, ia with their requalk. 
urnithing of 400 hegroes to the French King’s works (which 


are not in the Dominique capitulation), were agreed to by fomé 
of the inhabitants before I had confented to capitulate ; but as 
the planters at large were refolved to pay their quota of thofé 
articles, and not to allow the few individuals who had fubferi- 
bed to bear the whole Jofs, andyas the Marquis de Bouille had 
agreed to allow the 1200 half Joannefes to be expended in re- 


| conftruéting the houfes which had been burnt, I admitted them 


into the capitulation. 

It is perhaps impofhble tb afcertain the number of the enemy’s 
army, as they generally exaggerate their force before a fieges 
and diminith it after. The French, however, upon this occ.- 
fion, varied lefs than is ufaal ; for General Blancheland, upon 
his landing, faid he had 3000 men, and I have been informed 
fince the capitulation by Mr Fitzmaurice, the fécond in com- 
mand, and Mr Walth, the Major General, ( Adjutant General } 
of his army, that General Blancheland brought with him be= 
tween two and three thoufand men. The reinforcementfland- 
ed by the Marquis de Bouille was fuppofed to be about half 
that number. : 

Our number under arms never exceeded four hundred 
and twenty-feven men, exclufive of forty armed negroes, viz. 
Four gunners of the royal artillery, 207 rank and file of the 
86th regiment, fifteen matroffes of the ifland artillery, 181 rank 
and file of the militia, and 20 feamen. 

Sir George Rodney, fn his accounr, generoufly give us forty 
of the train, 300 regulars capable of doing duty, and 500 mi- 
litia ; and, to 1+,ke the conte/? near equal, he funk, in the fame’ 
account, all our enemies except gd0, Oss 

Sir George obferves, “* that fomething extraordinary muft — 
‘* have happened to have induced Governor Fergufon to capitu- . 
« late.” But I apprehend the world will think it more extraor? 
dinary, that a Britifh Admiral, with 21 hips of the line under his 
command, fhould allow an enémy’s fquadron of four fhips and - 





| frigates, and a few floops, to befiege, for ten days together, a Bri 
tith colony, within twenty-four hours fail of him, without either

| relieving the ifland, or endeavouring to deftroy the {quadron

than that an ifland, without any fortification whatever, ed 
by only 427 men, without even covering fufficient to thelter 
them from the inclemency of the weather, fhould be unable to 
-hold out longer than ten days, againft an army of veteran 
troops above five times their number. : : 
And it will perhaps appear equally extraordinary, that the 
whole French fleet and army fhould artive at Tobago from ~ 
Martinique before the fquadron from Barbadoes, although my 
exprefs to Sir George Rodney failed thirty-fix hours before 
General Blancheland difpatched the cutrer for his reinforce. 
ment, when it is well known that the voyage from Tobago to 
Martinique, going and returning, is more than the voyage — 
from Tobago to Barbadoes and back, 
Fermyn-fireet, No. 33.
